Release of a large number of p ris­ 
oners from the cotton warehouse p ris­ 
on at Cahaba, Ala., was foretold by a 
sleeping northerner in the hearing of 
several of his fellow prisoners, ac­ 
cording to L. Q Jeffries, who received 
his freedom two week s before Lee's 
surrender at Appomattox. Mr. Jeffries' 
account of the weird happening is giv­ 
en here as he himself has written it;

Smith might be prep aring to attack 
Fort Henry or Fort Donelson or both, 
lie added that Smith would And a good 
road leading from the Tennessee river 
to F ort Donelson. 
Fort Donelson was nearer to Nash­ 
ville than Fort Henry. To subdue the 
latter a joint expedition of warship s 
and local troops set out from Cairo. 
111., on Feb. 2. 
Flag Officer A. H. 
Foote commanded the fleet and Gen­ 
eral TJ. S. G rant the army. 
There were only enough steam ers 
at 
hand to carry half the force needed, 
about 8,000 men. and this detachm ent 
convoyed by the new ironclads Caron- 
delet, Cincinnati, St. Louis and Essex 
and the wooden gunboats Tyler, Lex- 
ingtou and Conestoga, steamed up tlie 
river. 
General J. A. McCIernand com­ 
manded the leading column of soldiers 
and halted the transp orts within nine 
miles of F ort Henry. 
The gunboats 
w ent w ithin six miles. G rant reached 
the front on the 4th, and the navy 
reconnoitered the vicinity of the fort 
to see if soldiers could safely 
be put 
ashore at some point near the scene 
of attack . 
G rant boarded the Essex, 
and she steamed up within range, 
re 
ceiving a shot which showed 
that 
there were good gunners in 
tlie fort. 


Grant Overestimates the Enemy. 


Anticipating a heav y battle, Grant 
returned down the riv er to bring all his 
troops to the scene. 
He decided to at­ 
tack on the Oth and not allow the Con­ 
federates time to re-enforce the garri- 
lon, as he believ ed the enemy would 
J el’end to the last ex tremity . 
In this 
se was mistaken, for the coming fight 
Against his wbc' > fleet and army was 


struck and shattered at the same ino 
mcnt. In a short time there were oulj 
four pieces iu action, five having been 
I>ut out of service. 
Meanwhile the ironclad Essex had 
dropped out of the fight, disabled by a 
rem ark able shot which pierced the case 
m ate just above the porthole on the 
p ort side, passed through the middle 
boiler and cast up a shower of scald 
mg water aud steam. 
By this shot 
forty-eight soldiers ami sailors were 
k illed or wounded, m any of them bv 
ing scalded to death. 
Before the ac­ 
cident the Essex had fired seventy 
shots. 
The flagship Cincinnati was 
riddled with the holes of thirty-two 
shots, which pierced her upper work s. 
One shot ripped up her side timbers 
aud showered the deck s with splinters. 
Tw o of her guns were disabled. 
The 
St. Louis was hit seven times and the 
Carondelet in about thirty places by 
heavy shot and shell. 
The Carondelet 
fired P>7 shells and had no battle cas­ 
ualties. 
Eight missiles struck within 
two feet of the bow p orts in range 
witli the boilers, but were stopped by 
barricades built to protect the boiler 
room. On all the ironclads the p latirv 
w as brok en and splintered by the ac­ 
curate Confederate fire. 


Surrenders to Flag Officer Foote. 


General Tilghman hauled down the 
flag of Fort Henry at 1 :30 p m., when 
but two of his guns were left in ac­ 
tion. 
He had lost fiv e killed, elev en 
wounded and fiv e missing. 
Accompa­ 
nied by his staff, he went on board 
the Cincinnati aud surrendered the 
garrison of sev enty -eight men to Flag 
Officer Foote. 
General Grant reached 


Land Troops Move to Attack . 
The contest between the boats and 
the 
forts 
continued with varied en 
ergy « luring the next three hours, in 
which time the barrack s within the 
forts wort* consumed. 
At 3 o’clock the 
troops began to land, under the pro­ 
tection of tin* fire of the three gnu 
boats. 
At this time the Confederate 
gunboats drew near aud recommenced 
the action, which was continued until 
their 
ammunition 
was 
exhausted. 
They then 
retired 
up the

soiind. 
The forts then continued to 
fire until the Union gunboats retired 
for the night. 
The bravery of the 
Confederate defens« » was admit ted t u 
every side. 
On tin* Federal side live 
had been k illed and ten wounded. 
In 
the forts the « ’onfederates reported on ■ 
k illed and three wounded ami iu tin* 
gunboats five wounded aud the largest 
| gunboat sunk ami another disabled. 
| By t o’clock the Federal transp orts 
* had nil arrived, and the first lx» dy of 
troops 
landed 
unobstni« *ted 
at 
f> 
o’clock . 
In a short time 6,0tM) men 
were oil shore, and the remainder of 
them landed soon after. 
The next 
morning the troops started in 
three 
columns, the center, under General 
Foster, composed of the Tw enty third. 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-seventh Mas 
nachusetts and Tefltli Conne<,ti« ut; tin* 
next, or left flank ing column, under 
General Reno, consisted of the Twen 
ty-first Massachusetts, Fifty-first New 
York , Ninth New Jersey and Fifty- 
first Pennsylvania; the third, or right 
flank ing column, under General Park e, 
consisted of the Fourth Rhode Island. 
First battalion of the Fifth Rhode Is­ 
land and the Ninth New York . 
The approach to the enemy was b' 
road through a sw am p on each side 
of which was a thick underbrush. 
An 
earthwork about thirty five yards wifle 
had been erected across the road for 
defense. 
The tug of war came when the sol­ 
diers attem p ted to carry the sw am p 
battery. 
All depended upon that, for 
the Union fleet had dispersed the Con­ 
federate ships, yet were unable to si 
lenee the forts. 
These could not bo 
storrae« ! from the w ater side nor reach 
<-d at all exeepting by the road through 
the swamp. 
H aw k ins’ zouaves (Ninth 
New York » , the Fifty first New York 
and 
tin* Twenty-first 
Massachusetts 
cap tured the battery by a rush. 
The attaok was bravely made as if 
had been plannisl upon the 
e n em y ’s 
position, and after a most spirit**« ! ami 
splendid defense. as reporte« l by tin* 
assailants, they were obllg« *d t«* give 
way 
before t!ri> overwhelming f-*r«• * 
and. retiring farther up the Dim*1 
were overtak en 
and 
Coiouel 
Shaw, 
their commander, surrender« *« !. 
Thu* 
six forts, 
fortv guns, over 2.0*8» prfs 
oners ami .‘id*» 1» stands of arm s were 
captured. The Union loss was 27 kill« *« ’ 
and 214 wounded. The Confederate I*** 
in killed was reported to be 22 k il!e<l 
au« l 58 wounded. 
The capture of the 
island forts opened Albemarle sound 
to the Federal warships. 
On the 10th 
Commander S. C. Rowan’s div ision at­ 
tacked the Confederate defenders of 
Elizabeth City and brought about the 
surrender of that poet.

Provide y ourself with an old tooth­ 
brush and a soft brush such as jewel­ 
ers use. a bottle of g rain alcohol and 
a box of jewelers' sawdust. 
You will 
also need a soft cloth, 
a piece 
of 
plain chamois thoroug hly impreg nat­ 
ed with roug e powder. 
A few addi­ 
tional small bits of chamois are also 
necessary for polishing . 
Then pro­ 
vide two dishes of lukewarm suds, 
made with fine white soap, and y our 
outfit is complete. 
First work on y our plain, 
brig ht 
g old jewelry , or other material, which 
req uires a hig h polish. 
Rub g ently 
but thoroug hly with the roug e cham­ 
ois until y ou bring It up to a brilliant 
polish. 
Nex t select the g old articles, 
which look most difficult to y ou, put 
them in the suds and sconr thoroug h­ 
ly with the toothbrush. 
Practically 
ail the dirt should come off in this 
process. 
When completed, rinse in a second 
suds to clean still better. 
Then dip 
in alcohol and g ive a further brush­ 
ing 
Then dry carefully on a soft 
cloth and drop into the sawdust, and 
rub about until they show a brig ht 
luster. 
With the jew eler’s brush re­

W. M. Hays Says Internationa! Census 
Would Solve an Important Problem 
— Passing of the Tramp Joke. 


Washing ton.—The classification 
of 
all the peoples of the world in a g reat 
international census, g iving each per­ 
son a number in a sing le world series, 
to the end that the human race may 
be improved by 
scientific marriag e, 
was the plan advocated by Assistant 
Secretary of Ag riculture W. M. Hay s 
in art address here before the Amer­ 
ican Breeders’ association, one of the 
org anizations making up the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 
As a means of improving 
the heredity of the human family Mr 
Hay s proposed a classification of all 
human being s, both as to mental apti 
tude and g eneric efficiency . 
Based on 
such knowledg e as this census would 
g ive, he said, a “racial relig ion” would 
develop req uiring the more efficient 
to produce families larg er than the 
averag e, and those less efficient to 
produce families smaller 
than 
the 
averag e. 
The world numbers, said Mr Hay s, 
would serve to join g enealog ies into 
one numerical sy stem, so that all re­ 
lationship could be traced. 
Each per­ 
son would have a number or percent­ 
ag e that could easily be averag ed so 
as to g ive the g enetic or family val­ 
ues of each person. 
“Modern science 
aud charity works ag ainst the law of 
the survival of the fittest," he declar­ 
ed, “by keeping alive many persons 
who inherit weaknesses such as fee­ 
blem indedness or Insanity . By pay ing 
attention to g enetic efficiency a race 
may make Itself strong er for the eco­ 
nomic contests among tlie races of the 
world."
